JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 19. 


—The need for reform of the crim- 
inal code by the present session of 
the Legislature was emphasized to- 
day at the meeting of the executive 
committee of the Missouri Bar Asso- 
ciation, here, which approved eight 
bills “in line with the modern trend 
of sensible thought and sound ex- 


perience.” 
The committee made it clear that 


it was adopting no program of 
sweeping change or offering un- 
tried or novel measures. Only those 
changes which were needed most 
were recommended, it stated. 

“It has bepn our purse,” it said, 
“to confine our recommendations to 
some matters which have proved to 
be unquestionably advisable. We 
have endeavored to avoid the dan- 
gers of going too far in a sweeping 
program of change. We have avoid- 
ed untried experiments. We sub- 
mit the proposed legislation as 
among those matters which a min- 
imum of advancement in gur State 
should include.” 

The chief bills recommend: (1) 
the trial judge be given discretion 
whether or not he should grant bail 
to a defendant convicted of a fel- 
ony; (2) requirements for  bonds- 
men's qualifications be more strin- 
gent; (3) a defendant be required 
to given ten days’ nctice if he in- 
tends to plead insanity or offer an 
alibi; (4) a judge be given discre- 
tion as to whether he should grant 
severances to two or more defend- 
ants charged with the same crime: 
(5) fingerprints be taken of: every 
person arrested for a felony in the 
State; (6) the prosecutor be  per- 
mitted to comment on the failure of 
an accuse? person to testify; (7) 
the State be given the right to take 
depositions of witnesses, a right now 
granted only to the defense. 

Park’s Ideas Also Approved. 


Bills proposing some _ of these 
duced in the House, which has re- 
ceived 13 criminal code réform bills. 

Three recommendations made by 
Gov. Park in his biennial message 
were also approved by the commit- 
tee. These would provide for the 
shortening of the. time for appeal 
from conviction in criminal cases 
from one year to four months, for 


the granting of a change of venue! 


only for cause shown, and would 
give the State the same number of 
jury challenges as the defense. 
which under existing law has a 
larger number. 

Leland Hazard of Kansas City, 
chairman of the Bar Association 
Committee on the legal aspects of 
criminology, which drew up the bills 
for the approval of the executive 
committee, said that much of the 
impetus for criminal code reform 
had been prompted by the Kelley 
kidnaping trial in Clayton, the Un- 
fon Station murders in Kansas City, 
and the publicity given to the Fed- 
eral campaign on crime.’ 

Former Supreme Court Justice 
Frank E. Atwood, president of the 
Bar Association, said that the bills, 
if put into effect, “will lay the 
ground work for a more effective 
and wholesome administration of 
criminal laws.” 


Comment by Committee. 


In commenting on the bill which 
would give to the trial Judge dis- 
cretion as to whether he should 
Frant bail after conviction of a fel- 
ony, the committee said: 

“It is obvious that a criminal aft- 
er conviction is often a more dan- 
gerous menace to the community 
while on bail awaiting his appeal 


than such a person was prior to} 


his conviction.” 

Of insanity 
the committee 
fenses 


and alibi defenses 
said: “If these de- 
are meritorious they should 
bear the burden of Scrutiny, if spu- 
rious they should not avail the de- 
fendant a Security which would be 
destroyed by adequate investiga- 
tion.” Several States have adopted 
& law requiring the defendant to 
tell in advance his intention to 
plead insanity or make an alibi de- 
fense and the measure was speci- 
fically recommended at the Attor- 
ney-General’s conference on crime 
held recently in Washingtan. 
“Contrary to Common Sense.” 


The committee pointed out that 
the American Bar Association 
etrongly recommends the adoption 
of a law which would permit the 
prosecutor to comment on the fail- 
ure of an accused person to testify. 
“The traditional American rule that 
a defendant's failure to testify is 
no evidence of guilt,” it says, “is 
contrary to common sense and to 
the experience of mankind. 
rule does not obtain in England, 
Canada or any other country where 
the jury system prevails.”

Copy Circulated in Officers’ 
Fight Shows President 
Was Hired for 5 Years, 
Given Stock Option. 


W. Finley McElroy Jr., a director 
of the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. 
and one of the plaintiffs in the suit 
filed last week asking that a_ re- 
ceiver be appointed for the com- 
pany, is sending letters to stock- 
holders seeking their support in his 
effort to wrest control from those 
now in charge of its affairs. 


With the letters is sent a copy of 
the contract between the company 
and its president, Luke E. Hart, an 
attorney, which McElroy asserts is 
“extremely one-sided and contrary 
to.the best interests of the com- 
pany.” The contract, McElroy 
says, was drawn by Hart and 
signed by officers of the company, 
without having been shown to at 
least three of the firm’s seven di- 
rectors. 

The letters refer also to the 
charge of mismanagement made in 
the receivership suit. McElroy, a 
grandson of the late Alanson D. 
Brown, who founded the company 
52 years ago, asserts that an audit 
ordered by him indicated that fi- 
nancial statements of the company 
misrepresented its true condition 
and true earnings “to the extent 
of more than $100,000.” 

Hart Contract for 5 Years. 

The Hart contract was executed 
last October, shortly after Hart, 
who had been general counsel for 
the company, was elected its presi- 
dent. 

Copies distributed by McElroy 
show that the contract was to be 
binding for five years, whether or 
not Hart was re-elected by the 
board of directors. He was to re- 
ceive a minimum galary of $10,000 a 
year for serving as president and 
general counsel, and reserved the 
right to continue his general law 
practice and his duties as Supreme 
advocate of the Knights of Colum- 
bus. 

The contract gave Hart an op- 
tion on 25,000 shares of the com- 
pany’s stock for five years, entitling 
him to purchase the stock at $8 a 
share whenever its market or book 
value might reach or exceed $16 a 
share.

WOULD LET HUSBAND OR WIFE 
TESTIFY AGAINST EACH OTHER 


Cummings Asks Congress to Lift 
“Dead Hand of Common Law 
Rule of 1789.” 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Attor- 
ney-General Cummings today asked 
the House Committee on Judiciary 
to act favorably on a bill to lift 
the “dead hand of the common law 
rule of 1789” and let a husband or 
wife testify against the other in 
court. 

The bill to make a spouse a com- 
petent witness in a Federal crim- 
inal proceedings was one of several 
the Department of Justice  pro- 
posed to strengthen the procedure 
'in prosecutions after a criminal is 
| apprehended. 

Under the proposed bill, the wit- 
ness would be protected from testi- 
fying on confidential communica- 
tions except as the law now pro- 
vides in cases of importation of 
aliens for immoral purposes. 

A proposal to give to United 
States Marshals and their deputies 
blanket Federal authority to carry 
arms at any time and anywhere 
was among the other bills forward- 
ed by the Attorney-General. The 
bill also would authorize a Mar- 
| shal to serve all processes originat- 
| ing either in his own or another 
‘district; whereas now a Federal 


| Marshal often has to travel across | 


| the entire country to serve a paper. 


ACTIVE CRATERS FOUND 


HEAVIER PENALTIES 
URGED IN GUILTY PLEAS 


Circuit Attorney Starts Drive 
Against Felonious Flight and 
Concealed Weapon Crimes. 


A move to reduce the number of 
crimes of felonious flight and car- 
rying concealed weapons, by rec- 


ommending more’ severe punish- 
ment upon pleas of guilty, was be- 
gun yesterday by Circuit Attorney 
Miller. : 

In a letter to his three courtroom 
assistants, Miller instructed them, 
in negotiating with defendants or 
their counsel on pleas of guilty, to 
“insist upon a sentence of impris- 
onment for a substantial time in 
the jail or workhouse, in automo- 
bile ‘hit-and-run’ cases, or, in ag- 
gravated cases, upon the minimum 
penitentiary term of two years.” 

The practice heretofore of allow- 
ing defendants in such cases to 
plead guilty upon payment of a fine 
has “proven ineffective,” he said. 

“Insist upon recommending to the 
court in concealed weapons cases a 
minmum sentence of not less than 
three months in the workhouse or 
jail, or a fine of not less than $200,” 
and in cases where the defendant 
has previously been convicted of a 
felony, to insist upon the maximum 
sentence of two years in the peni- 
tentiary. The practice has been 
to accept guilty pleas for first of- 
fenders upon payment of a mini- 
mum fine of $100 or the minimum 
imprisonment of 50 days in the 
workhouse or jaib 

During the six years Miller has 
been in office, he has obtained 63 
convictions on charges of felonious- 
ly leaving the scene of an injury 
and 816 for carrying concealed 
weapons. 

“The streets of this city,” the let- 
ter states, “have become a danger 
zone, both to pedestrians and care- 
ful drivers, by reason of the reck- 
less drivers who fail to obey the 
law by turning in their names and 
addresses after killing or injuring 
someone. I suggest that in the vast 
majority of such cases the driver 
who flees is not actuated by mere 
fright of conviction, as often 
claimed, but is seeking merely to 
avoid the consequence of what they 
| well know to be criminal careless- 
ness, 

“T have come to the conclusion 
that the offense of carrying a con- 
cealed weapon has become a very 
serious problem in this city and the 
imposition of the minimum penal- 
ties has proven ineffective. In a 
very large percentage of cases of 
first-degree robbery, the defendant 
is found committing it with a dead- 


ly weapon, usually a pistol or re- 
| volver, and in very many cases with 
ithe assistance of a stolen automo- 
bile. Without these accessories the 
number of robberies would be very 
| materially reduced.”

THREE YOUTHS LASHED 


AT WHIPPING POST 


Robbers Also Receive Three- 
Year Terms in Delaware; 
They Beat Victim.

WILMINGTON, Del., Jan. 19.— 
Delaware's primitive means of pun- 
ishment—the whipping post—was 
used again today as the lash was 
laid across the bare backs of three 
youths who confessed beating and 
robbing a farmer on Christmas eve. 

Shivering in the freezing weather 
and stripped to the waist, they 
came one by one to a small en- 
closed yard at the New Castle 
Workhouse where Warden Leach 
applied the lashes to them in less 
than four minutes. About 75 men 
were witnesses. 

The three—Walter L. Bedwell, 18 
years old, and Hazel Donovan, 21, 
both of Smyrna, and John Light- 
cap. Jr., 23, of Townsend—bore red 
streaks as they left the scene, but 
jail officers said the wounds were 
superficial. 

Andrew E. Skaggs, of near 
Townsend, the victim of the youths’ 
assault and robbery Dec. 24, is still 
suffering. from his injuries. They 
robbed him of $105. 

The youths were arrested a few 
day later by county police and in 
General Sessions Court a week ago 
pleaded guilty. In addition to the 
whipping the three received three- 
year sentences. | 

Donovan walked hurriedly from 
the tunnel leading from the main 
prison building to the yard. Quick- 
ly his wrists were shackled above 
his head to the post, and the lash 
applied. 

After 10 strokes he was un- 
shackled. He ran into the tunnel 
where guards threw a cover around 
his bare back. He was then taken 
to the hospital where his wounds 
were treated. 

Bedwell came next followed by 
Lightcap.

TY STONE CONTRACT 


Only Eight of 250 Men in In- 
dustry Now Working, 
Aldermen: Are Told. 


——— 


The situation in the cut stone in- 
dustry in St. Louis, in which only 
eight men are said to be working 
at present as compared to 250 six 
years ago, was discussed before the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday. 

At the request of representatives 


‘of the industry, Alderman Hastey, 


acting chairman of the committee, 
said he would introduce a bill next 
Friday specifying that the cut stone 
contract in the construction of a 
wing of the Homer G. Phillips Hos- 
pital for Negroes be awarded to a 
St. Louis company. 

The City Counselor’s office has 
held in previoys attempts to give 
preference to local firms that the 
city charter requires that contracts 
be awarded to the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder, regardless of where 
from. : 

S. M. Lederer, president of the 
Cut Stone Contractors’ Association, 
told the Aldermen that St. Louis 
firms could not compete with stone 
fabrication companies in the Bed- 
ford (Ind.) district, where minimum 
wages are 40 cents an hour, against 
70 cents here. Lederer said there 
were 12 stone plants in St. Louis 
capable of handling the hospital 
contract. 

P. J. Brice, business agent forthe 
Hoisting Engineers’ Union, said 
that in 1929 the union had an ac- 
tive membership of 150 men, but 
that at present there were only 40 
active members and only three em- 
ployed. George Delling, president 
of the Stone Cutters’ Union, stated 
that six years ago 100 stone cutters 
were employed. At present, Delling 
said, five men are working. Many 
stonecutters are on the verge of go- 
ing on relief rolls, he said. 

F. G. Elliott, of the Wabash Stone 
Co., told the committee that New 
York City had an ordinance giving 
preference to local stone contrac- 
tors on municipal work.

NAZIS START TALKING 
~UF REGAINING MEMEL 


Occasion Is Seemingly False 
Alarm of Lithuanian Troops 
Massing Near Border. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Jan. 19.—German Nazis 
turned speculative’ eyes today to- 
ward Memel, like the Saar, a bit of 
pre-war Germany lost in the peace 
treaties. 

A sensational report, published 
with singular uniformity by all of 
Berlin’s Nazi-controlled newspapers, 
to the effect that Lithuanian troops 
were massing at Taurow, near the 
German frontier, was accompanied 
by editorial expressions that Memel 
(or Klaipeda), now nominally an 
autonomous city, should be restored 


to Germany. 

The press, assailing Lithuania for 
numerous asserted breaches. of 
trust in connection with Memel, 
said Lithuanian reserves had been 
called to the colors for: three 
months, doubling the peace strength 
of the Memel garrison. 

This alleged “saber rattling” in- 
dicated bad conscience, the newspa- 
pers asserted, declaring Lithuania’s 
excuse for massing troops on the 
border was the report that Prussian 
storm troops intended to cross the 
border and capture the mandated 
city. This excuse, it was said, is 
“old, but none the less ludicrous.” 

Dispatches from. Riga, Latvia, 
said the report of massing of Lithu- 
anian troops was entirely inaccu- 
rate. Kaunas, capital of Lithuania, 
has no knowledge of any concen- |

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Chrysler Declares

Chrysler Corporation has just 
completed a record breaking year

First Expedition 
In Preparation. 

In certain respects my first expedition was 
a preparation for the second. Great prob- 
lems still remained, and it seemed logical to 
try to close with them while we still had the 
advantage of an awakened pubic interest, the 
momentum of one successful effort, and while 
we still had available the nucleus of a well- 
trained personnel. 

The intrusion of the depression made the 
task of building a second expedition formid- 
able. but not insuperable. It was done, final- 
lv, one way and = another, and when we 
squared away for our job on Oct. 22, 1938, 
we numbered six score men, mostly volun- 
teers, aboard two ships, the iron Jacob Rup- 
pert, resurrected from the Government grave- 
vard, and the 60-year-old barkentine Bear of 
Oakland. We had aboard four airplanes, a 
fleet of six tractors, 150 dogs and the best 
tools of our trade that we could beg, borrow 
or buy.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

THINK we have all observed that the 
I national administration has acted vig-. 
orously and often, but has had almost 
nothing at all to say as to its underlying 
economic philosophy. The President and 
his close associates have so completely 
avoided anything in the nature of a state- 
ment of general economic beliefs that I 
am persuaded there has been agreement 
within the official family that such state- 
ment would do more harm than good. 

That the President and a number of 
his associates have well-grounded eco- 
nomic beliefs is not to be doubted. They 
are readers and thinkers. They make 
new paths along strange ways, and the 
fact that they do not flush and scatter 
at every alarm sounded by individuals | 
and groups of the old order indicates to | 
me that they have been subjected to the 
stabilizing influence of organized thought. 

I do not blame the administration for 
avoiding a sweeping confession of faith. 
Probably it would be generally misun- 
derstood. I am sure that far more bitter 
and violent opposition might be set off 
by one fatal taboo-affronting word than 
by many acts of great political and eco- 
nomic daring. | 

But one cannot help being curious, and | 
there is, of course, no reason for trying | 
to suppress one’s curiosity. The admin- 
istration has been so successful in its 
reticence that clews that do appear most 
likely are thrown out by design and not 
by inadvertence.

THE FEDERAL JUDGESHIP. 

All other considerations aside, there is a para- 
mount reason, a reason thet should control the De- 
partment of Justice in advising the President, why 
the effort of Senator Clark to obtain a Federal 
judgeship for George H. Mogre of St. Louis, the man- 
ager of his campaign in 1932, should be defeated.

Lobsters differ in 
temperament, some taking kindly to their 
fates, while others become embittered and 
melancholy. The latter when boiled become

For this reason, it is absolutely essential 
to meet your living lobster personally, and, 
if possible, have a talk with him. If he 
seems to lack a proper sense of humor. 
leave him to the vulgar. A long, intimate 
acquaintance with the lobster is even bettei. 

The case of mayonnaise dressing is equally 
subtle. Sometimes the Vicomte is able to 
make a miraculous dressing. At other times, 
try as he may, it’s a dismal flop. Why? 
Even the Vicomte shakes his head in per- 
plexity. A momentary diminution of the 
divine afflatus, one might suspect; but this 
seems hardly possible to a soul so exquisite 

Maybe it’s the eggs. Of course. they were 
laid that very morning; but had the hers 
been psychoanalyzed? Were they naturally 
of a sunny disposition, and if so, may they 
not have got down on the wrong side of the 
roost that day? You've got to think of all 
such things in practicing an art that takes 
precedence even over algebra. 

As for omelettes, they simply can’t be 
made fit to eat outside of France, where 
they do not in the least resemble the leath- 
ery substance to which barbaric outlanders 
give the name. Just what makes the differ- 
ence cannot be determined from the closest 
scrutiny of the artist's omelette recipes, 
which, in fact, seem to differ not at all 
from ours. Yet, think of the shoe soles that 
we call omelettes! No doubt the Vicomte 
knows the difference, but he just won't 
tell, the meanie! } 

The Vicomte is a jovial fellow, as well us 
exquisite, and sometimes he is intentionally 
amusing, as when he gives the following 
menu for a “Kentucky breakfast”: a quart 
of whisky, three pounds of beefsteak and a 
dog. The dog, he explains, is there to eat 
the beefsteak. 

Now if it were an Indian breakfast——— 
But why outrage the exquisite sensibilities 
of a super-algebraic artist? 


LOTUS AND CHRYSANTHEMUM. An 
Anthology of Chinese and Japanese Poet- 
ry.

IRST issued seven years ago in a limited 
edition, this anthology, said by experts 
to be one of the best in English, now ap- 
pears in the admirable “Black and Gold” 


published his “Harbours of Memory,” 
and in collecting and revising the essays 
and sketches for “More Harbours,” he was 
so deeply impressed with the changes that 
have come over the reading and writing 
pubiie since the former book appeared thet 
he felt moved to record some “complainings 
from the chimney corner” in an introductory 
essay. 

As a result of his musings on these 
changes, Mr. McFee comes to the conclusion 
that he must be a “middle-aged reactionar;™ 
and quite “bourgeois.” At any rate, “ad- 
vanced’ and “proietarian” writers give him 
a dull pain. He cannot somehow develop 
any exuberance in contemplating those ex- 
cessively modern poets and prose writers 
who are accepted as geniuses because they 
have nothing to say and don’t somehow 
Manage to say even that. Mr. McFee still 
actually believes that the literary artist 
should have something to communicate, and 
that literary art is not under ‘special obli- 
gations to any economic or politica! theory. 

Clearly, according to a critic like John 
Strachey, Mr. McFee is badly in need 97f a 
big dose of “dialectical materialism.” But, 
Strange to say, when one reads the essuys 
and sketches themselves, one finds every- 
where the clear-eyed sanity of a man who 
appears really to know and to love his fellow 
men. Also, one finds wisdom, beauty, n‘- 
mor. Even “proletarians” appear commonly 
in the book, but somehow they seem fun- 
damentally much like us in essentials! 

By all the rules as known to doctrinaire 
literary critics like Strachey, McFee ought to 
be sorely afflicted with the “Fascist Un- 
conscious,’ yet nowhere is there the slight- 
est indication of nationalistic or racial de- 
lusions of grandeur, nor any hostility to 
culture. Yet, when he thinks about the 
subject, he is undoubtedly capitalistic in 
his leanings. It is further true that he 
seems not to have any notion as to why 
society is in its present state of chaos, nor 
does he seem to want a reason. But with 
what illuminating power he can write!

DRIVERS? LICENSE LAW 
AS PROTECTOR OF LIVES 


Auto Club Officials Estimate That 
It Would Cut Death Rate 
by 100 a Year. 


That a Missouri driver’s license 
law will result in saving 100 lives 
a& year, now being taken in auto- 
mobile accidents, was the forecast 
of Matt F. Morse and Gus Vahl- 
kamp, secretary and general attor- 
ney, respectively, of the Automobile 
Club of Missouri, in a joint radio 
discussion last night of the drivers’ 
license bill now pending in the 
Legislature at Jefferson City. 

“Much depends upon intelligent 
enforcement of any drivers’ license 
law enacted,” Vahikamp said. “In 
states having license laws the num- 
ber of suspensions and revocations 
shows an uMmmistakable influence 
upon the number of auto accidents 
and deaths. Where there are indi- 
cations of laxity in using the power 
to suspend or revoke licenses, the 
accident trend continues upward.” 

“The bill pending in the House, 
introduced jointly by the majority 
and minority floor leaders, contains 
all the ‘teeth’ necessary to make it 
effective,” Morse said. 

Morse said that 7057 persons had 
been killed in Missouri traffic acci- 
dents since May 1, 1926, when the 
Highway Department began keep- 
ing records, and 72,195 were injured 
seriously. Final figures are not yet 
available, he said, but indications 
are that in Missouri more than 950 
lives were lost in traffic accidents 
in 1934.

Dr. Bramhall and Morgan were 
making the plateau party ready for 
a dash onto the polar plateau, the 
former with the object of gather- 
ing magnetic data in a region 
where such data are extremely in- 
adequate, the latter to delve into 
the Secrets hidden by glaciation 
with an apparatus never before 
tried in the polar regions—a seis- 
mic sounding device. 

June, in Tractor 1, was already 
coming home after a_ splendid 
thrust to the southwestern angle of 
the Edsel Ford Range, having made 
the surprising discovery of a high 
plateau rising on the coast just 
east of the Rockefeller Mountains 
and flowing unbrokenly through 
King Edward VII, Scott and Marie 
Byrd Lands. 

Demas was grooming two trac- 
tors assigned to support the 
geological and platteau parties, 
and Capt. Innes Taylor, in 
charge of trail operations, was 
everywhere helpful. Pilot Wil- 
liam Bowlin and the men of the 
aviation unit were working with 
perseverance to make the planes 
ready for the spring flights. 

Land Party Gets Under Way. 

The Marie Byrd Land party ‘got 
under way Nov. 16, the geological 
parties left in company two days 
later, and the tractors, following in 
the wake of the latter units, 
cleared Little America on Nov. 25. 
We were free then to launch our 
aerial enterprises. 

Antarctic problems more or less in- 
terrelated were immediately acces- 
sible to approach by aircraft. The 
first was the problem of the so- 
called transcontinental strait.. For 
many years it had been supposed 
than an ice-clad sea-level trough di- 
vided the continent. This theory 
was postulated upon the identical 
the face of the 
oss and Weddeli 
| seas, and upon other persuasive evi- 
dence. Until the existence or non- 
existence of this strait was affirmed, 
no one studying Antarctica could 
say with certainty whether he had 
|to deal with one continent or two. 
| The second problem grew more or 
‘less out of our operations in 1928. 
'On a flight to the northeast on Dec. 
'5 of that year we discovered east of 
‘the 150th meridian the new land 
which we named Marie Byrd Land. 
It is a rugged and mountainous 
land, heavily glaciated. Behind the 
western front range we saw innu- 
merable peaks. On the journey in 
Tractor 1 June and his companions 
reached Mount Grace McKinley, the 
southwestern peak in the Edsel 
Ford range. They confirmed the 
massing peaks in the northeastern 
quadrant and found that the plateai 
rolled to the east. 

The Marie Byrd Land: problems 
opened up fascinating possibilities: 
How far eastward did these moun- 
tains trend? Did they form a tec- 
tonic link in the Andean fold chain 
which had been traced to Graham 
Land across the continent? Did 
‘this plateau fold southward to the 
Queen Maud ‘range, to emerge with 
the high polar plateau, or did it die 
out somewhere, say on the northern 
‘margin of * the transcontinental 
strait? These problems we hoped 
to solve by a series of flights calcu- 
lated to strike at strategic points. 

First Flight Nov. 15. 

Seizing upon the first break in 
the weather, we launched the first 
flight on Nov. 15. The course we 
flew followed the’ structure of a 
scalene triangle. The base rested 
‘on Little Arnerica and the south- 
‘western tip of Edsel Ford Range. 
The apex rested in the unknown at 
Lat. 81.05 S., Long. 146.30 W., ap- 
‘proximately half-way between the 
‘coast of Marie Byrd Land and the 
Queen Maud Range. 

The course recommended _e itself 
|for these reasons: It would strike at 
ithe heart of the white space hold- 
‘ing the fate of the supposed strait 
‘and search out half the front 
‘through which it might cut; it 
‘would determine the trend of the 
newly discovered plateau; it would 
[indicate whether or not Marie 
‘Byrd Land were an archipelago or 
‘a distinct epicontinental mass sep- 
‘arated from the mainland by ice 
‘straits or an integral reach of the 
‘continent; and, finally, it 
bring the base line of this flight 
track in coincidence with the limit 
of vision of that of Dec. 5, 1929. 

The flight crew comprised the 
chief pilot, the co-pilot, Bowlin, 
Navigator Rawson, Chief Radio 
Operator Bailey and myself. Leav- 
ing Little. America we first ran 
down the southeastern leg of the 
triangle to the apex. Then we ran 
northward into the Edsel Ford 
Range at Long. 146.27 W., Lat. 
77.30 S. which put us about 22 
miles east and a trifle north of 
Mount Grace McKinley. 

Peaks to Southeast. 

rising some 11,000 feet 
‘tthe Edsel Ford Range, we 
were struck by the massing of 
peaks to the northeast. It was as 
if a giant hand had strewn them 
there like so many pebbles. They 
streamed eastward and it seemed 
possible that these mountains skirt- 
ed the continental front to form a 
link in the Andean chain. 

Most fascinating of all, at the 
apex of our triangle, at 4 point 
where the belt of crevasses travers- 
ing the eighty-first parallel slither- 
ed off to form a curiously arrested 
white whirlpool at what appeared 
to be the foot of the plateau, we 
found a definite depression. We 
sounded the elevation with the 
plane’s altimeter—a trick we later 
used to excellent advantage—and 
found it to be only 400 feet, nearly 
4000 feet below the highest known 
elevation of the plateau. From what 
we had seen there was strong rea- 
son to believe that if the trans- 
continental strait did exist it must 
lie there. 

Because the weather is least fa- 
vorable in that quarter, at the next

the east in order to close our opera- 
tions in that critical area before 
the rise of the fogs and clouds of 
Summer. On Nov. 19 June, Bowlin, 
Rawson, Pelter and Cameraman 
Petersen were dispatched on a 390- 
nautical mile penetration into 
Marie Byrd Land. The purpose was 
to feel out within the range of the 
plane the trend of the mountains 
behind the western front of the 
Edsel Ford Range, to map them 
with the camera in their proper re- 
lationships and, if possible, to find 
the coast. The course lay along the 
seventy-eighth parallel. 
Remnant of Volcano. 

Clouds massing ahead forced the 
crew to turn at Lat. 77.55 S., Long. 
133 W., but important results ac- 
crued. For the last 165 miles of the 
flight the mountains of Marie Byrd 
Land, so densely packed behind the 
western front range, were found to 
thin out, withdrawing into a range 
running to the east at the turning 
point. The crew had before them a 
massive, broken block which June 
thought might be an extinct vol- 
cano, a not improbable surmise in 
view of the fact that the Marie 
Byrd Land party later came upon 
the remnant of a volcano cone in 
the Edsel Ford Range. 

The plateau, flat as the plains of 
Kansas, rolled its white gleaming 
roof in all directions to the horizon, 
and a sounding by altimeter, cor- 
rected later to true barometric pres- 
sure, put its elevation at 4300 feet. 
| The coast was nowhere in sight, 
‘but throughout the last stage of 
the flight the crew marked on their 
port hand a very decided water sky, 
and, in view of what we know, it 
is quite likely that the coast of 
Marie Byard Land will be found to 
follow the trend of the mountains 
which lie between the seventy- 
sixth and the seventy-seventh par- 
allels. 


Longest Flight of All. 

On Nov. 19 Blackburn’s geologi- 
cal party, penetrating unknown 
areas 375 nautical miles south- 
southeast of Little America, flashed 
us an important hint by radio—the 
sighting of what appeared to be 
high land to the east of them. 
Weather held up flight operations 
for a while, but on the 22d, June, 
Smith, Rawson, Pelter and Bailey 
took off on the longest flight of all, 
‘a 960-nautical-mile journey which 
‘carried them ultimately to Lat. 
83.05 S., Long. 119 W. 
| This flight resulted in important 
‘discoveries. As they turned they 
saw in the vicinity of Lat. 85 be- 
tween the 110th and 115th meridi- 
ans a cluster of ice-ridden peaks, 
presumably eastern prolongations 
|of the Queen Maud Range, approx- 
|imately 170 nautical miles east of 
‘the latitude of the last known peaks 
‘of that range. Commencing just a 
'few miles southwest of the depres- 
'sion we had observed on the flight 
lof the 15th they found a plateau 
rising and rolling unbrokenly to the 
feet of these new peaks. 

Like every effort directed at the 
'gsolution of unknown matters, the 
flight did not so much settle  fa- 
miliar problems as to raise new 
ones. Was this depression only a 
bight or bay in the Ross shelf ice 
on the western margin of the plat- 
eau? Would deepest penetration 
prove that these plateaus were 
one? At all events the fate of the 
transcontinental strait now lay in 
a 60-mile gap between the eighty- 
first and eighty-second - parallels 
east of the one hundred and forty- 
geventh meridian, and could be set- 
tled one way or the other. 

Only One Continent. 

On Nov. 23 with June, Bowlin, 
Rawson and Peterson, I took off 
in the William Horlick to close the 
gap. Just a little bit south of the 
apex of the triangular course of 
the flight of Nov. 15, where we had 
found the depression, we headed 
east, sounding the elevation of the 
ice by altimeter as we went. When 
we turned at Long. 140 W., Lat. 
81.10 S. we found that the surface 
under us had risen to 1325 feet. 
On the return we sounded the 
northern border of the area and 
found that the elevation was uni- 
formly 1000 feet or higher. 

The results were conclusive. The 
long-sought strait was non-existent. 
The plateau of Marie Byrd land 
rolled unbrokenly from the South 
Pacific Ocean to the Queen Maud 
Range. The eastern margin of the 
Ross shelf ice was at last defined 
by the coast of that plateau. The 
structural integrity of Antarctica 
was verified and a_ troublesome 
ghost of doubt was laid. Antarctica 
is one continent. 

Now the trail parties, pressing 
through cold, fog and blizzards to 
gain distant objectives, came into 
their own. Blackburn's party, 
made up of himself, Russell and 
Paine, with three dog teams, 
pushed up the untraveled slope. of 
Thorne Glacier to run a geological 
cross section of this area of the 
(Queen Maud Range. When they 


paused they had risen 100 miles up 
the blue ice of the glacier, and, 
with 20 miles still to go to the 
shining dome of the polar plateau, 
the peaks above them had dimin- 
ished to mere nunataks. There, 180 
miles from the South Pole, in the 
vestiges of a sedimentary § strata,? 
they came upon numerous beds of 
coal and plant fossils. 

Behind the coastal front of Marie 
Byrd Land, Siple’s party, compris- 
ing himself, Wade, Corey and 
Stancliffe and three dog teams, 
traveled with excellent fortune. A 
sledging party, they had _ the 
unique experience of penetrating on 
a scientific mission into a land first 
discovered by aircraft five years 
before. Siple’'s biological finds 
were superb. The peaks of this new 
land, fully a hundred miles from the 
coast, bore a flourishing life. The 
pink and gray granites and the 
steel gray schist were painted with 
patches of green moss, white lichens 
and a spectacular red lichen. 

Quartz Vein Found. 

Wade, the first geologist on the 
spot, found evidence which may 
verify what he had surmised after 
the flight of Nov. 15—that tecton- 
ically the mountains of Marie Byrd 
Land seem to form a massive link 
in the Andean fold chain between 
New Zealand and the Antarctic 
Archipelago, but that the petro- 
graphic dissimilarities make the 
connection less real than apparent. 
In a three-inch quartz vein slanting 
down the face of a mountain in the 
Donald Woodward group he found 
a deposit of galena and else- 
where deposits of molybdenite and 
chalcopyrite from which lead, mo- 
lybdenum and copper may be ex- 
tracted. 

The party brought back a rich 
harvest of geological and biological 
specimens. Siple gathered no less 
than two dozen different species of 
lichens and mosses, an excellent 
haul considering the fact that up 
to then scarcely a hundred differ- 
ent species had been found in the 
Antarctic, and most of these on 
sub-Antarctic islands. He also re- 
turned with samples of ice and 
water teeming with microscopic 
life. 

The plateau party converted a 
misfortune into an accomplishment, 
The inability of the tractors to 
break past the crevasses along the 
eighty-first parallel in spite of gal- 
lant efforts forced Morgan and Dr. 
Bramhall, whose work was depen- 
dent upon instruments too heavy 
to be transported by dog teams, to 
throw their lot in with the tractors 
which were then directed on a long 
curving course that ultimately. car- 
ried them into Marie Byrd Land 
south of the Edsel Ford range and 
back through Scott land. 

In this unexplored area Morgan 
made a valuable series of seismic 
soundings which will give us an 
inkling of the depth of the _ ice 
sheet and the character of the un- 
derlying land on the same track. 
Dr. Bramhall, using a dip circle and 
an askania balance, obtained a val- 
uable record of the distribution of 
magnetic elements in these regions. 

Although the results have only 


been partly analyzed, certain con-| 
clusions are already evident. Bram-| 
hall had reported that existing iso-| 
gonic charts for the south polar re-| 
gions, based as they are on very| 
meager data, conform in general to) 
the present state of the earth’s| 
magnetic field. His observations, | 
however, indicate that a more or 
less uniform shifting of the lines) 
as much as two or three degrees 
will be necessary. 
Sums Up Results. 

Summing up, we can say that the| 
results of the expedition are nearly | 
all that we could rightfully hope 
for. Thanks to-flight operations 
and the three sledging parties 
striking at strategic points along) 
the front of Marie Byrd Land, we. 
now have a better conception of| 
the area which, in 1930, we lifted! 
above the horizon. We _ know) 
something of its geology and biol- 
ogy, of the thickness of the ice 
capping it, and by means of the 
mapping camera we shall be able 
to construct a map of its features. 

This newest of American discov- 
eries is a magnificent sweep of ter- 
ritory running from the Pacific 
Ocean to the South Pole, and en- 
compassing more than _ 200,000 
square miles of territory. Superb 
mountains lift gleaming peaks 
through the glacial seas covering 
it, and a grand plateau marches 
over all but the tallest peaks. 

Our particular interest in this 
direction is to study the circulation 
of air over the polar regions and to 
test the theory of the glacial anti- 
cyclone. It is a common mis- 
take to think that polar weather is 
of concern only to the polar re- 
gions. The world’s meteorology can- | 
not be divided into airtight com- 
partments. The poles exercise a 
great influence upon world weather 
and a knowledge of the conditions 


prevailing in Antarctica has a vital 
bearing on long-range forecasting 
not only for the Southern. Hemi- 
sphere but for the world. 

In the same sort of category is 
the study of terrestrial magnetism, 
one of the strongest departments 
not only on this but on the first 
expedition. With better apparatus 
over a longer period of time Dr. 
Bramhall, assisted by Zuhn, has 
made a continuous registration of 
magnetic elements at the base sta- 
tion. Such data are of indispensa- 
ble importance to a full knowledge 
of the permanent magnetic field of 
the earth. 


While Morgan was running his 
series of seismic soundings along 
the tractor track, Dr. Poulter made 
a series of soundings in the vicinity 
of Little America, the preliminary 
results of which threaten to force 
science to recast its present concep- 
tion of the Ross Shelf ice as being 
largely water-borne. 

Cosmic Ray Data. 

He found that the ice is support- 
ed by an anchor on numerous sub- 
marine reefs and peaks. In many 
places where we had thought there 
was water these instruments 
showed land above sea _ level. 
Scarcely fifteen miles south of Lit- 
tle America a great hill rising in 
the barrier snow has been identi- 
fied as an island, the summit of 
which is 1000 feet above sea level 
and capped by 400 feet of ice. 

Another excellent merit of the 
apparatus is that with its data we 
will be able for the first time to 
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limit the probable volume of Ant-! 
arctica ice to a seasonable figure. 

The cosmic-ray research is an- 
other innovation which has had 
highly creditable results. It was 
begun aboard the Ruppert by Dr. 
Poulter, Dr. Bramhall and Mr. 
Zuhn, carried across the Pacific, 
extended into new regions during 
the eastern cruise and made an in- 
tegral part of the routine program 
at Little America. Recently, in 
order to determine whether or not 
the significant variations in cosmic- 
ray activity noted at high altitudes 
and lower latitudes occur at high 
altitude in high latitudes, we sent 
the apparatus to an altitude of 12,- 
500 feet in one of the planes. 

The data, which have been only 
partly analyzed, have confirmed Dr. 
Compton’s theory of cosmic rays a3, 
consisting in their major part of 
electrically charged particles of 
great penetrating power originating 
in remote space, which rain in 4 
continuous bombardment through 
the earth’s atmosphere. A varia- 
tion of intensity of cosmic-ray ra- 


diation with geomagnetic latitude 
has been determined. Of equal and| 
perhaps greater interest, the obser-| 
vations at Little America show an 
unexpectedly high absolute value 
and a slow increase in intensity 
which may presage some period 
variation. 

Polar meteorology was likewise 
given a boost upward. In Septem- 
ber, with the temperature still be- 
tween 50 and 60 degrees below zero, 
Haines initiated a series of high-| 
altitude aerological soundings, the) 
first of the kind ever undertaken| 
in the South Polar regions. The} 
autogyro was equipped with a baro- 
graph for making a continuous reg- 
istration of temperature, baromet- 
ric pressure and humidity at differ- 
ent altitudes. Through September 
until the gyro crashed, McCormick 
made such flights on every clear 
day. Now that the major flights 
are safely past and a stand-by plane 
is not required for emergency pur- 
poses we have been able to resume 
these flights.” The data, Haines be- 
lieves, are of great value in under- 
standing the general circulation of 
the air in these latitudes.

by the State or any of its subdivi-e 
sions are not taxable. 

A matter of some concern is the 
fact that mail order sales made in 
the State by firms located in other 
states are not taxable, being in in- 
terstate commerce and outside the 
power of the State to tax. Some 
articles which are subject to spe- 
cial excise taxes, such as cigarettes, 
beer and gasoline, are not subject 
to the sales tax so long as the spe- 
cial excise taxes are retained. 

A farmer who sells the produce 
of his own farm on his own prem- 
ises is not subject to the tax, but 
if he maintains a stand elsewhere 
or buys produce for resale, or ped- 
dies his commodities, his sales are 
subject to the tax. A casual sale, 
however, by one not engaged in the 
business of retailing, is not taxable. 

Detailed Records Required. 

The law contains strict provisions 
for checking up on the tax liability 
of all vendors. Merchants are re- 
quired to keep accurate records of 
all their stamp purchases, and may 
be required by the Tax Commis- 
sion to retain for certain periods 
the vendor’s part of all stamps can- 
celed for customers. Their books 
are expected to show every sepa- 
rate sales transaction and the 
amount of tax thereon. 

Naturally, both retailers and the 
public expect a good deal of confue 
sion in the operation of the law, 
but Tax Commission officials think 
it is the best system yet devised.

N those pictures wnuere hehkas to 
[carry the entire burden of amuse- 

ment, where the plot is padded 
and the audience restless, Will 
Rogers is not at his best. Several 
times he has been merely thrown 
at the public (as in “Too Busy to 
Work” and “Handy Andy’) with 
grave hazards to his popularity. In 
contrast, when he has a vehiclé 
which allows moments of relaxation 
in other characters, Rogers can 
give that excess of entertainment 
which makes him America’s most 
popular man at the box office. He 
is favored, at the Fox, with “The 
County Chairman,” the old George 
Ade stage success, which goes back 
to the days of band concerts, school 
picnics and Theodore Roosevelt for 
its setting. Will is the political 
Schemer who plays both’ ends 
against the middle to elect his 
young law partner, Kent Taylor, to 
the office of county prosecutor. The 
opposing candidate is Berton 
Churchill, Rogers’ undying screen 
enemy, and Churchill’s daughter, 
Evelyn Venable, the goal of Tay- 
lor's affections. Not an unusual] set 
of complications but adequately de- 
veloped and with quite enough op- 
portunity for Rogers to show that 
he understands his place in the 
camera.

The First World War. 


AURENCE STALLINGS has 

done a great service to history 

teachers, if not to humanity at 
large, in “The First World War,” 
his vivid and shrewdly-edited ac- 
count. of the late frenzy of the 
nations. From official archives he 
has taken priceless views of the 
period before and during the con- 
flict. Separately, many of them 


would have no more than passing 
significance. Fitted together, they 
convey, as nothing else possibly 
could, an idea of what the World 
War was. “The First World War,” 
except for a few moments, is free 
from obvious horrors. It has not 
that object. Yet it is keenly inter- 
esting and the voice which accom- 
panies it presents an account some- 
thing like that of an attorney re- 
viewing a crime for a jury. Stall- 
ings wrote the comment but it is 
the rich, insinuating voice of the 
actor, Pedro de Cordoba, which 
weaves in the irony and mockery 
and, with its air of prophecy, makes 
the war a dramatic thing. Of the 
Kaiser, often pictured, De Cordoba 
remarks, “He is said to have a kind 
heart” or “He stands beside the 
road (reviewing troops) and is a 
friend of every man”; of the Em- 
peror Franz Joseph, “He is cheered, 
for men love war”; of the little 
Tsarevitch (later to be shot to 
death), “He is afflicted with an in- 
curable disease but his sufferings 
will soon end”: of Lenin (then a 
revolutionary figure), “He will lie 
buried in Red Square—a_ god.” 
What effect for peace the picture 
can have is hard to predict. The 
entry of America into the war is 
cheered much as if a cowboy hero 
were at last heading for the scene 
of a monstrous villainy. Perhaps 
even Stallings’ whip-lashing with 
news-reel shots of today falls a 
little lightly. The second picture on 
the Missouri bill, with a stage show, 
is “Crimson Romance,” an example 
of how the idea of war can degen- 
erate in the minds of movie makers.

THIRD HEARING 
IS ORDERED IN 
GUNNERS’ SUIT 


Chile Walsh, coach of the St. 
Louis Gunners professional football 
team, underwent a grilling by Rod- 
owe H. Abeken yesterday in the 
second day’s session of the hearing 
before Referee in Bankruptcy John 
A. Hope, and he will undergo fur- 
ther questioning next Wednesday 
afternoon. Abeken, representing five 
Gunner players, filed an involun- 
tary petition in bankruptcy against 
the club and against Walsh and 
Edward J. Butler, president of the 
organization. He is endeavoring to 
establish a partnership between 
Butler and Walsh in their conduct 
of the affairs of the club. The 
bankruptcy trial will be heard by 
Federal Judge Davis on Jan. 26. 

Walsh yesterday said that his 
contract as coach called for $5000 
and 10 per cent of the net profits. 
Both he and Butler have admitted 
there was no profit, net or other- 
wise. Walsh said that the Gunner 
corporation still owes him about 
$2000 on his contract. 

In the course of the two days of 
questioning it was disclosed that 
Butler and Walsh own’the National 
Football League franchise under 
which the Gunners played several 
games. They have paid $8500 of 
the $22,800 purchase price, they 
said, and are obligated to complete 
the purchase in six months install- 
ments of $3500 each. The next pay- 
ment, Walsh said, is due in May. 
Butler has testified that he and 


Walsh signed checks drawn against 
the Gunners’ Athletic Association, 
the corporate name of the club. 
Butler, in answer to 
questions, said that he is broke. 
His only assets, he said, are three 


and an automobile. He estimated 
his debts at from $8000 to $10,000. 


The Polish Falcons have an or- 
ganization that is 26 years old and 
fosters many athletic teams in ad- 
dition to its track and field group. 
The St. Louis group has won the 
national team competition many 
times. In those meets, gymnastics 
and other sports as well as track, 
figure in the point totals. 

The track squad has been 
most successful, however, its relay 
teams having lost only one race 
in the nine years ‘that the local 
group has been competing in the 
national meets. Last year, in the 
national affair at Rockford, Ill., the 
St. Louisans took 67 out of a pos- 
sible 88 points in track. 
Louis runners hold all the national 
Polish Falcon relay. records. 

The team at present is working 
out a¢ the Polish Falcons’ building, 
Twentieth street and St. Louis ave- 
nue, but may change to the Down- 
town Y. M. C. A. to take advan- 
tage of the better facilities there. 

According to Smorcinski, the ath- 
letes are now in serious training 


and are keeping regular hours, 
with none of them smoking, drink- 
ing, or otherwise violating any 
training rules.

Hans Lobert pre- 
viously held the record, having 
circled the sacks from a standing 
start on Oct. 9, 1910, in 134-5 and 
Hans, now coach and captain of 
Jimmy Wilson’s Phillies, does 
not recognize Swanson’s mark. 
He explains that he ran from a 
standing start, the time starting 
when the starter said “go,” where- 
as Swanson stood at the plate 
with bat in hand and had a start 
of several feet as he offered at 
the ball with his bat and dashed 
for first. 


Gelbert’s courageous struggle 

to return to baseball are hop- 
ing that he makes the grade. It 
will be remarkable if he does. It 
was feared for a time that he 
might lose the leg and when that 
danger was averted it was con- 
sidered only a remote possibility 
that he would ever be able to play 
even minor league baseball again. 
But Charley never gave up. 

As’ the accident was not in line 
of duty, he has been off the pay- 
roll, “voluntarily retired,” for two 
years and had it not been for an 
insurance policy he would have 
been dependent on relatives. Just 
before the mishap,. Charley and 
his bride had built a home. It 
wasn’t paid for, but a friend in 
St. Louis went to the rescue and 
advanced enough to pay off the 
mortgage, which makes him a 
pretty good friend.

NEW YORK.

of those discon- 
certing phenomena 
who, for lack of a 
better word, are 
called _ psychics, 
which. means that 
he may without

also predict events but here he goes 
awry as often as not, so that one is 
justified in assuming that he is guess- 
ing just as anyone else would. 

The boy's unusual talent, whatever 
it is, is frankly being commercialized 
on the vaudeville stage but there is 
little reason to doubt that it is authen- 
tic and not furthered by a complicated 
system of signals and codes.

Safe as these huge liners are, com- 
pared to the average freighter squat- 
ting low in the water, they sometimes 
take a worse beating than a smaller 
vessel in the same storm. This is be- 
cause the smaller one usually rises and 
settles with each big wave, while the 
liner thrusts through the seas, keep- 
ing an even keel, spanning the trough 
and resisting the waves as solidly as 
would a breakwater. 

The principal strains a ship must 
withstand come when the ends are 
deeply immersed in two following 
waves and the midsection is without 
its usual support, or when a big wave 
supports the midships section and the 
ends are left in the troughs of the sea. 
The former is known as sagging and 
the latter as hogging. 

There have been rare instances in 
which ships have been broken in two. 
In 1901 the British destroyer Cobra, 
fastest ship afloat, broke in two while 
bucking waves that had a 30 per cent 
slope. Shortly thereafter the British 
Admiralty made the first exhaustive 
study of the laws of stress and strain 
governing such conditions. A destroy- 
er was drydocked, first with supports 
at bow and stern only, and the water 
lowered six inches at a time. The same 
experiment was carried out while the 
destroyer was supported in the middle 
only.

Damage to

new wave. As the volume of this wave 
gets under the bow it begins to lift 
and at the same time the wave that 
had raised her stern passes.

pult for tons of water, hurling them 
high into the air, to crash down and 
sweep the decks. 

While these huge waves race along 
at tremendous speed, they carry the 
surface water but a little distance with 
them. An ocean wave, scientists have 
discovered comparatively recently, is 
similar to the wave that can be’ sent 
through a loose piece of rope when one 
end is shaken up and down. The wave 
travels through the rope, but the rope 
has no forward motion. It merely 
rises and falls. A piece of timber, 
when a wave sweeps under, can be 
seen to rise and fall. with a slight to 
and fro movement. 

How a 40-foot wave may give the 
appearance of being 400 feet in height 
is explained bv Cornish as follows: 
“There are-conditions when waves look 
like mountains, or, at any rate, like 
large hills. This happens when the 
majority of the crests rise well above 
the line of sight, especially if the at- 
mosphere be rather thick, so that mi- 
nute detail is obliterated. Four or 
five ridges, with the intervening three 
or four troughs, then fill all the space 
between the eve and the horizon. Be- 
ing mounted on a deck, there is a feel- 
ing or impression that the horizon is 
at the distance which it would have 
on land with such an eye-elevation. 
This would mean a mile or more from 
ride to ridge, which is 10: times the 
actual distance; and the. apparent 
height is consequently increased in the 
same ratio, making a wave of 40 feet 
look as high as a hill of 400." 

Buffeting received from such waves 
as these cause small freighters and 
ancient colliers to founder.

for the murder of 

her 30-year-old im- 
becile son. They were the only words 
spoken by Mrs. May Brownhill since 
she had pleaded ‘‘Not guilty’ at the 
beginning of the hearing. 

But they will not hang ‘‘the Mercy 
Murderess,’’ as she has come to be 
called. The British Home Secretary, 
following the strong recommendation 
of the jury which convicted her, has, 
with the consent of King George, 
granted her a reprieve. The death sen- 
tence has been reduced to one of penal 
servitude for life. Now her lawyers 
and her husband, a commercial trav- 
eler, are working hard for her release. 

It was a tragic tale which was un- 
folded in the hushed Assizes Court at 
Leeds on that Saturday morning; a 
story paradoxically different from the 
usual murder case. Instead of the 
motive of hate or fear or jealousy, 
there was only love and undying devo- 
tion. 

There were many doctors and psy- 
chologists in court when the accused, 
Mrs. Brownhill, 62 years old, of West- 
minster drive, Burn Bridge, Pannal, 
near Harrogate, walked firmly into 
the dock and was charged with killing 
her 30-year-old son, Denis, by gassing 
him on the night of September 17. 

Since her arrest and committal for 
trial, Mrs. Brownhill had been in a hos- 
pital. For days her life was despaired 
of. Even up to a few days before the 
trial it was uncertain whether she 
would be able to stand the strain of 
the ordeal. But her calm courage 
nerved her to face her Judge and jury. 
Dressed in a neat brown coat, with a 
brown fur collar, Mrs. Brownhill 
stepped into the dock and, in a 
firm, cultured voice, pleaded, ‘‘Not 
guilty.’ 

The court was strangely still as Mr. 
Harold Sutcliffe, the prosecutor, rose 
to put the case of ‘‘Rex vs. May Brown- 
hill.’’ But it was a case which sound- 
ed more like a speech for the defense 
than for the prosecution.

Sentenced to Death for Killing 
Her Imbecile Son, the Jury and 
Public Opinion Asked for 
Reprieve — and the King 
Granted It. 


“This woman 
stands charged 
with the murder 
of her imbecile 
son, to whom 
she has devoted 
her life,’’ he be- 
gan. "a fs 
case so sad that 
it is seldom met 
with, even in a 
court of this 
character.’’ 

Then he went on 
to tell how Mrs. 
Brownhill had _ de- 
voted herself, night 
and day, to taking care 
of her son —a man 
whose existence had been 
described by a doctor as a 
living death. She always 
slept in his room. That would 
have continued, explained the 
prosecutor, but for the sad fact that 
she was ordered to undergo an opera- 
tion. 

“She knew it would be a serious 
one,”’ he continued, ‘‘and she said she 
would not mind but for Denis. What 
was to happen to him, was the prob- 
lem. The mother, herself, suffered 
a good deal of pain, but her anxiety 
was about Denis. ‘I don’t like leaving 
him behind,’ she said to her domestic 
help. 


“C)> the morning of Sept. 18, 
Denis did not appear and 
when Dr. Holroyd, the family 
doctor, arrived at the house and asked 
Mrs. Brownhill what was the matter, 
she replied: 

““*T have just put Denis to sleep. I 
gave him 100 aspirins and then placed 
the gas tube in his mouth.’ "’ 

Denis was found dead in bed, the 
body covered with a quilt. There were 
no signs of a struggle and none of vio- 
lence having been committed. A post- 
mortem examination revéaled that he 
had died from coal gas poisoning. 

Mr. Sutcliffe admitted that the story 
commanded the sympathy and pity of 
all. “But fit is no answer,’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘to a charge of murder to say 
that life has been taken for love. Life 
is sacred. Doctors have no right to take 
it. It is not for a parent—even a moth- 
er——to judge that her son shall die.” 

The prosecutor added that Mrs. 
Brownhill had since successfully un- 
dergone her operation.

Without the operation 
which Mrs. Brownhill was ordered to 
undergo, he said, she would have died 
in about six months, and her only fear 
was what would become of Denis. 

Police Inspector Foster of Knares- 
borough testified that when he first 
saw Mrs. Brownhill she said to him: 
“T will tell you the truth. I don’t 
want any solicitor to defend me. but 
when Denis is laid out I want to see 
him.”’ 

When the Inspector charged her 
with ‘‘maliciously and wilfully’ mur- 
dering her son, she replied: 

“Not maliciously—I simply put my 
boy to sleep.’’ 
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There was only one witness for the 
defense, Charles D’Oyly Grange, senior 
surgeon of Harrogate Royal Hospital. 
When he told Mrs. Brownhill she must 
undergo an operation she asked: ‘‘How 
long shall I live without an opera- 
tion?’’ He told her six months. 

“She seemed,” said Dr. Grange, ‘‘to 
disregard her own pain. Her only 
concern was what was to become of 
her son.’’ 


HAT was the case for the prose- 
cution. Then rose Mr. Norman 
Birkett, one of the most famous 
King’s Counsels and trial lawyers in 
this country, to address the jury for the 
defense.

Still, Manning’s part 
wasn’t at all disregarded; it was 
only that Fried had other rescues 
to his credit, while his 32-year- 
old mate was practically unknown.

cially welcomed, unofficially tick- 
er-taped in best 1929 fashion; his 
owners cited him as ‘‘one of the

tinoe’s crew in 1926 as ‘‘only one 
of the little things that happen 
at sea,’ proved himself a fine nav- 
igator by locating the slowly- 
moving Florida at all. But from 
that time on it was First Officer 
Manning's turn. 

With a picked crew of eight vol- 
unteers, the young man put out 
into mountainous seas in a life- 
boat. Even with the wind astern 
it wasn’t possible to make the 
quarter mile to the Florida in less 
than an hour. Most of the time 
both ships were hidden behind the 
immense waves, whipped by. a 
snowy wind; it was incredibly 
cold. They reached the exhausted, 
half-naked crew of 32, and a sea- 
man in the lifeboat’s bow ordered 
them in Italian to catch a line and 
make it fast. Then one man at 
a time was hauled aboard. Once 
the line broke and a second had 
to be thrown aboard the Florida. 
The rescued seamen were packed 
in the bottom of the lifeboat like 


sardines—for ballast. But after- 
wards some had to be drafted to 
help pull the oars. The gale had 
been increasing all the time and 
was a full-fledged hurricane. It 
was a long, discouraging return 
pull with an overloaded boat and 
overwhelming headwinds. Captain 
Fried watched tensely from his 
bridge. ‘It was a horrible, thing 
to look at,’’ he said afterwards. 
But in the end they got all the 
men aboard; the Florida’s crew 
were 80 weak that not one could 
get aboard unassisted; three had 
broken bones and all were bruised 
and helpless as children. Man- 
ning himself was hurt when a 
scared Italian made a wild leap 
for a cargo net and fell back on 
him. When he tried to catch a 
ladder and pull himself aboard the 
America, he dropped powerless in- 
to the surging water and was res- 
cued by a seaman. 

He had gone to sea as a lark 
in 1914 when some friends urged 
him to join them at the Nautical 
Training School aboard the New- 
port. It didn’t take long to per- 
suade him that he hated the sea. 
He takes cold easily and is physi- 
cally unfit to stand a wetting. Aft- 
er a storm he usually has to take 
to his cabin for a day or so, quite 
ill. He was trapped by the World 
War and afterwards he was so dis- 
tinguished for his work as a trans- 
port officer sailing to Russia and 
Japan that he couldn’t give up 
the career. On several occasions 
he was the youngest man to cap- 
tain a passenger ship. After the 
war he was second officer of the 
Leviathan, first officer of the 
United States Line’s President 
Harding and chief officer of the 
President Roosevelt. He became 
acting Captain of the America aft- 
er the Florida rescue, and since 
then has become Captain of the 
Manhattan, his present berth. 

Captain Manning has been an 
aviation enthusiast for a long 
time. In 1930 he got his private 
pilot's license after learning to fly 
at Roosevelt Field.

But in his 40 
years of service he has never 
given in to the call of luxury. He 
has raised a family of nine chil- 
dren on a salary that has never 
exceeded $2500, roughly what a 
rookie patrolman in New York 
gets. 

For a few summers he was 
lured to the University of North 
Carolina to lecture on the art of 
man-hunting to police officials 
from all over the country, but he 
gave that up. Too much spot- 
light. He laughs at the title of 
Sherlock Holmes in his hearty, 
rural way, puffs on a pipe (usu- 
ally a corncob) and insists he 
merely tries to figure what a cer- 
tain man would do in a certain 
situation and then puts the finger 
on him. 

A few months ago he capped a 


distinguished career by landing a 
fugitive murder suspect in Greece, 
by mail. California authorities 
for two years had sought Thomas 
Coumas as the man who shot and 
killed Miss Olive Taylor, teacher, 
before her pupils in a grade school 
in Stockton, California. 

Recalling the genius of Parker, 
the District Attorney of San 
Joaquin County wired him for aid.

navigator can ‘‘see’’ the hills and 
valleys of the ocean bed over 
which his ship is passing. In much 
the same way that an aviator 
guides himself across the country 
by studying the land beneath him, 
the navigator can ascertain his po- 
sition providing the hills and val- 
leys he has ‘‘seen’’ have been ac- 
curately charted. 

With this in mind, the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey 
recently finished a sonic chart of 
the western terminus of the trans- 
Atlantic steamship lanes. Four 
surveying ships spent two years 
charting this Georges Bank region. 
The submerged plateau extends 
900 miles past Nantucket and is 
20,000 square miles in area. It 
marks the southern limits of the 
glaciers of the Ice Age.

Still a Menace 


to keep it spinning is maintained. 
Deviation of the compass, caused 
by the magnetism of the vessel or 
her cargo is eliminated. 

Even the helmsman, until re- 
cently the man on whom the ship's 
safety always rested, has been 
supplanted. The ‘‘iron mike’ now 
holds the course without human 
hands to guide it. Only when a 
liner is entering or leaving port is 
it necessary for human hands to 
hold the wheel. 

On the liners the dread menace 
of fire is confronted by smoke- 
detecting apparatus so sensitive 
that the smoking of a pipe in for- 
bidden parts of the ship can be 
recorded at once on the bridge. 


N engine rooms and other 
[ pisces where fire would be es- 

pecially dangerous there are 
systems for flooding the spaces 
with carbon dioxide. Impregnated 
sand and _  =high-pressure water 
mains and sprinkler systems also 
are available. Fireproof draft 
doors are located where they can 
be used to confine an outbreak to 
a small area. 

Although science has put checks 
on most of the hazards of the 
ocean, a Vestris still goes to sea 
overloaded, a Titanic hits an ice- 
berg and there are boats for only 
half the occupants of the ship, a 
La Bourgogne is rammed in a fog 
and the crew, panic stricken, takes 
to the boats, with one woman out 
of the 300 aboard being saved; a 
Morro Castle catches fire and 
130 die, a Havana goes on a 
reef. The human equation is still 
the deciding factor. 


be reduced to.manslaughter, nor 


could it be pleaded that it was an 
act of insanity. 

“The time may come—-we don't 
know,’ he continued, ‘‘when it 
may be the law of this country 
that an imbecile, an idiot, may be 
sent to merciful death. That is 


not the law at the present time, 


and neither you nor I have the 
right to make laws. We have to 
take the law as it is, always re- 
membering that in other and high- 
er hands mercy may be extended.”’ 

Here he was obviously referring 
to the Home Secretary's power to 
recommend to the King that a 
death sentence be commuted. 

“No person in this country,” the 
Judge concluded, ‘‘has the right to 
take the life of any other human 
being because he or she thinks it 
would be better for that human 
being to die.’’ 

That concluded the trial. The 
jury filed out to consider its ver- 
dict. Mrs. Brownhill was led gen- 
tly away to another room to await 
her fate. But not for long. In 
five minutes the jury was back in 
the courtroom and the prisoner 
again facing it. 

In a tense silence, the foreman 
pronounced the word “Guilty.” 
Then he added: ‘‘We wish to add 
the strongest recommendation to 
mercy.”’ 

Mrs. Brownhill, who had been 
standing while the verdict was an- 
nounced, then quietly summed up 
the whole of the defense, in five 
words: 

“T did it in mercy.”’ 

The Judge stood up. He put on 
the dreaded “black cap’’ and pro- 
nounced sentence of death by 
hanging, adding: ‘‘I have nothing 
to say beyond the fact that the 
recommendation will be forward- 
ed to the proper authorities.’ 

Mrs. Brownhill was taken down- 
stairs, walking without assistance, 
dignified and calm, despite the 
fate before her. But perhaps she 
knew then that she was not to 
die on the scaffold. For public 
sentiment throughout the whole 
country was insistent that the ex- 
treme penalty for murder was not 
meant for such as she. In any 
event, three days later, the Home 
Secretary announced that he had 
‘“‘advised’’ the King to reprieve 
Mr. Brownhill. 

Now that same public sentiment 
is hoping that Mrs. Brownhill will 
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not have to undergo penal servi- 
tude for life; that she may be re- 
leased from prison. It is within 
the power of the Home Secretary 
to give her her freedom at any 
time he thinks fit. When that 
time comes, said her husband, ‘‘we 
hope to start life anew.” 

By curious coincidence, there 
came near to being a parallel case 
at the Old Bailey Criminal Court 
here but six days after Mrs. 
Brownhill’s trial. Mrs. Harriet 
Cooper, aged 57, was sentenced to 
12 months’ imprisonment on her 
plea of guilty of attempting to 
murder her young daughter and 
of attempted suicide. It was stat- 
ed during the trial that she suf- 
fered from an obsession that her 
daughter was going blind. 

Mr. Justice Hawke, passing sen- 
tence, said he was sending her to 
prison in her own interest, so 
that she could be looked after and 
no doubt recover her health. 


HE widespread public inter- 

est in (to give it a detective 

story flavor) “The Mercy 

Murder Case"’ has resulted in a re- 

vival of the perennial discussion 

of the ‘“‘right to kill’’ under such 
circumstances. 

Bernard Shaw, whose opinion is 
always sought on such occasions, 
is in favor of an extension of the 
law to include the right to kill. 

“In the present case,’ he said, 
“this unfortunate woman did 
something which should have been 
taken off her hands by some pub- 
lic authority. When it comes to 
killing an individual, you cannot 


leave that to a private person. If

the thing has to be done, it should | 


be done quite carefully.’’ 

Dr. C. K. Millard, Medical Offt- 
cer Of Health for Leicester, re- 
cently drafted a bill, with expert 
legal advice, to give doctors the 
right to kill patients whom they 
consider are suffering from incur- 
able diseases. Discussing the 
Leeds case, he admitted that it 
was a difficult subject, declaring: 

‘‘My bill is based on the consent 
of the person concerned. The op- 
eration would be entirely volun- 
tary and therefore the question of 
imbeciles and idiots 
away would not arise.
